Havoc of the Rising Waters in New 


Hampshire and Maine. 


DOVER, N. H., March 8.—Mote than 


1200,000 damage has been done by the flood 
In this city. 
Three bridges have been 


washed away in this city and a large sec- 
tion of the big Bracewell block has been 
completely wrecked. The Merrimac river 
is rising at the rate of three inches an 
hour. The Nashua river is eifeht Inches 
above any stage it has reached at Nashua 
in the last twelve years, and Jackson's 
mill, which employ l,00u hands, and the 
electric light works have been obliged to 
shut down. 


Three bridges at Somersworth, N. H., 


have been carried away, and traffic on the 
Northern division of the Boston and Maine 
railway is suspended in consequence. 
Many other bridges on the Piscataqua 
have also been destroyed. At Bow Junc- 
tion, two miles south of Concord, N. H., 
1,000 feet of the roadbed of the Concord 
and Montreal railway has caved in, and 
it must be several days before the damage 
can be repaired. 


Reports from North Weare and New 


Boston indicate that several bridges in 
that section have been wrecked, and it 
will be several days before railroad traffic 
can be resumed. All the mills at Man- 
chester, N. H., are idle. 


The tracks of the Boston and Maine be- 


tween Manchester and Lowell are under 
several feet of water in places. It will re- 
quire two days at least to repair the tracks 
to Concord. The Merrimao river is over 
Its bank at Lowell, Mass., and all the 
mills are idle. 


The Moasam river at Kennebunk,Me.,is 


higher than it has been at any time in the 
last eighteen years, and work in factories 
there has been suspended in consequence. 


THE FtOODS Ef MAXNE. 


Three laves Lost and Millions Worth of 


Property Destroyed. 


POBTLAND, Me., March 3.—The flood on 


the Presumpscot river has subsided con- 
siderably, but rain is still falling. Only 
one bridge out of six. in the cities of West 
jBrook and Cumberland mills remains 
over the Presompscot. Along the entire 
river not more than three bridges are 
standing. The damage to mill property in 
Westbrook alone will amount to over II,- 
000,000. The new mill of the S. W. War- 
ren paper manufactory is gene, and 
portions of the Westbrook Manufacturing 
company, W. K. Dana's and other nulls 
are damaged. 


The highest run of tides known here for 


fifty years visited Bath yesterday, over- 
flowing streets and flooding basements. 
All work was .abandoned in the shipyards. 


The water in the Androscoggin river at 


Brunswick is the highest in years, and 
much mill property is in imminent dan- 
ger. While trying to save property yester- 
day Charles Wagg, general overseer of the 
Cabot cotton mill, was drowned. Two 
French employes, whose names are un- 
known, also perished. 


Three bridges in Brunswick and To- 


hams and several houses have been carried 
away. The new iron bridge connecting 
Hollis and West Buxton has gone down 
the river, and a big jam of logs between 
Bar Mills and West Buxton is holding 
back three miles of anchored ice. If this 
dam breaks the factories of the Maine Fur- 
niture company and several stores are 
doomed. 


A Dam Bursts In Connecticut. 


HARTFORD, March 2.—The great rain 


storm which was in progress all day Sat- 
urday, Saturday night and yesterday- 
caused the greatest damage to property 
throughout the state known in twenty 
years. Maay serious accidents, washouts 
and wrecks are reported. The Connecti- 
cut river is swollen until it has reached a 
point three times greater than its normal 
proportions. The big iron bridge at Mid- 
dletown was in great danger all the after- 
noon, and a portion of the false work was 
swept away, but the main structure is 
still intac-t. The bursting of the old copper 
mine dam in the town of Bristol yester- 
day caused the greatest flood ever known 
in that eection,and it is estimated the dam- 
age will reach over $100,000 from this alone. 
The highway bridges on nearly all roads 
crossing the Pequaback were swept ayay. 
Ten in all have gone out and others are 
badly damaged. 


Tork State Floods Subsiding. 


March 2.—Freezing weather 


has checked the rising of the streams here- 
abouts, and there has been a material sub- 
sidence of the flood.

COWAN'S BIG STEALINGS. 


Bald to Have Appropriated S100.00O to 


815O,OOO of Others' Money. 


PlTTSBUKG, March 4.—One of the most 


stupendous swindling operations that 
has occurred in this city within recent 
years has been brought to light by the dis- 
appearance of John Cowan, of the lumber 
firm of W. G. Cowan & Sons, who left 
Pittsburg last Saturday morning and 
•whoso whereabouts are unknown. The 
amount of his defalcations, it is said, will 
aggregate between $100,000 and $150,000, 
*he most of which he is supposed to have 
arried away with him. 
The victims Cowan has left behind him 


1 Include lumbermen in every section of the 
country, salesmen and employes in his 
office and his stepmother, the widow of 
his father, whom he has left financially 
ruined, her little fortune of about $15,000 
and property valued at 120,000 being en- 
tirely swept away. The largest creditors 
are L. A. White, a lumber manufacturer 
of Corey, who places his loss at almost 
$30,000, and William Aplers, of the Aplers 
Lumber company, of Allegheny, whose 
loss will be about $18,000. There are about 
250 others who are out in sums ranging 
from $40 to $4,000. 


Cowan is 38 years old, and has been mar- 


ried about a year. All the money he left 
his wife was $14. W. G. Cowan, the father 
of the missing man, died about sis months 
ago, since which time all of the crooked- 
ness charged has been accomplished. At 
the time of the elder Cowan's death the 
business was earning about $10,000 a year. 
Creditors say the young man has been en- 
abled to accomplish his ends by trading 
on his father's good name. 


Steamer Bermuda Beleased. 


NEW YOKE, March 4. — The United 


States government yesterday abandoned 
all proceedings against the alleged Cuban 
filibustering steamship Bermuda. 
At- 


torney McFarlane received a special order 
from Washington yesterday afternoon 
ordering the vessel released from custody.

Havoc of the Rising Waters in New 
Hampshire and Maine, 


Dover, N. H., March 8.—Moro than 
$200,000 damage has bcon done by tho flood 
In this city. 
Three bridges have been 
washed away in this city and a largo sec­ 
tion of tho big Bracewell blook has been 
completely wrecked. The Merrimao river 
is rising at the rate of throe inches an 
hour. Tho Nashua river is ei&ht inches 
above any stage it has reached at Nashua 
In the last twclvo years, and Jackson’s 
mill, which omploy 1,000 hands, and the 
electric light works have been obliged to 
shut down. 


Three bridges at Somers worth, N. H., 
have boen carried away, and traffic on the 
Northern division of tho Boston and Maine 
railway is suspended in consequence. 
Many othor bridges on tho Piscataqua 
have also been dostroyed. At Bow Junc­ 
tion, two miles south of Concord, N. H., 
1,000 feet of tho roadbed of the Concord 
and Montreal railway has caved in, and 
it must bo several days before the damago 
cun be repaired. 


Reports from North Weare and New 
Boston indicate that several bridges in 
that section have been wrecked, and it 
will bo several days before railroad traffic 
can be resumed. All the mills at Man­ 
chester, N. II., aro idle. 


The tracks of tho Boston and Maine be- 
twoon Manchester and Lowell aro under 
several feet of water in places. It will re­ 
quire two days at least to ropair the tracks 
to Concord. The Morrimao river is over 
its bank at Lowell, Mass., ^nd $11 the 
mills aro idle. 


The Mousam river at Konnebunk,Me.,is 
higher than it has been at any time in the 
last eighteen years, and work in factories 
there has been suspended in consequence.

Three Lives Lost and M illions W o rth of 
Property Destroyed. 


P ortland, Mo., March 3.—Tho flood on 
tho Presumpscot river has subsided con­ 
siderably, but rain is still falling. Only 
one bridge out of six in tho cities of West 
¿Brook and Cumberland mills remains 
over tho Presumpscot. Along the entire 
river not moro than three bridges aro 
standing. The damage to mill property in 
Westbrook alone will amount to over SI,- 
000,000. The new mill of the S. W. War­ 
ren paper manufactory is gone, and 
portions of tho Westbrook Manufacturing 
company, W. K. Dana’s and other mills 
aro damaged. 


The highest run of tides known here for 
fifty years visited Bath yesterday, over­ 
flowing streets and flooding basements. 
All work was abandoned in the shipyards. 


The water in tho Androscoggin river at 
Brunswick is tho highest in years, and 
much mill property is in imminent dan­ 
ger. While trying to save property yester­ 
day Charles Wagg, general overseer of tho 
Cabot cotton mill, was drowned. Two 
French employes, whogp names aro un­ 
known, also perished. 


Three bridges in Brunswick and To- 
hams and several houses have been carried 
away. The now iron bridge connecting 
Hollis and West Buxton has gone down 
tho river, and a big jam of logs between 
Bar Mills and West Buxton is holding 
back three miles of anchored ice. If this 
dam breaks tho factories of tho Maino Fur­ 
niture company and several stores aro 
doomed, 


A Dam Burnt* in Connecticut« 


H artford, March 2.—Tho great rain 
storm which was in progress all day Sat­ 
urday, Saturday night and yesterday 
caused the greatest damage to property 
throughout tho state known in twenty 
years. Many serious accidents, washouts 
and wrecks aro reported. The Connecti­ 
cut river is swollen until it has reached a 
point threo times greater than its normal 
proportions. Tiie big iron bridge at Mid­ 
dletown was in great danger all tho after­ 
noon, and a portion of tho false work was 
swept away, but tho main structure is 
still inta&t. The bursting of the old copper 
mine dam in tho town of Bristol yestor- 
day caused the greatest flood over known 
in that section,and it is estimated tho dam­ 
age will reach over $100,000 from this alone. 
The highway bridges on nearly all roads 
crossing the Pequaback were swept away* 
Ton in all have gone out and others aro 
badly damaged,________ 


York State Floods Subsiding'

COWAN’S BIG STEALINGS. 


Bald to Ilnvo A ppropriated SIOO.OOO to 
»150,000 of O thers’ Money. 


P it t sb u r g, March i.—Ono of tho most 
•tupendons swindling operations that 
has occurred in this city within recent 
years has been brought to light by tho dis­ 
appearance of John Cowan, of tho lumber 
Arm of W. G. Cowan & Sons, who left 
Pittsburg lost Saturday morning and 
whoso whereabouts are unknown. The 
amount of his defalcations, it is said, will 
aggregate between $100,000 and $160,000, 
¿ho most of which he is supposed to have 
arried away with him. 
Tho victims Cowan has left boliind him ‘ 
Include lumbermen in every section of tho 
country, salesmen and employes in his 
office and his stepmother, tho widow of 
his fathor, whom ho has loft financially 
ruined, her little fortune of about $16,000 
and property valued at $20,000 being en­ 
tirely swept away. Tho largest creditors 
aro L. A. White, a lumber manufacturer 
of Corey, who places his loss at almost 
$20,000, and William Aplers, of tho Aplers 
Lumber company, of Allegheny, whose 
loss will bo about ¿18,000. There are about 
260 others who aro out in sums ranging 
from $40 to $4,000. 


Cowan is 28 years old, and has bcon mar­ 
ried about a year. All tho money he left 
his wife was $14. W. G. Cowan, tho father 
of tho missing man, died about six months 
ago, since which time all of the crooked­ 
ness charged has been aocomplished. At 
tho time of tho elder Cowan’s death tho 
business was earning about $10,000 a year. 
Creditors say tho young man has been on- 
abled to accomplish his ends by trading 
on his father’s good name. 


Steam er B erm uda Released, 


N e w Y o r k, March 4. — Tho United 
States government yesterday abandoned 
all proceedings against tho alleged Cuban 
filibustering steamship Bermuda. 
At­ 
torney McFarlane received a special order 
from Washington yesterday afternoon 
ordering tho vessel released from custody.

SOFTENING BONES WITH LIME. 


It is not the lime that softens the 


bones when they are mixed with fresh 
wood ashes and lime, and the whole 
kupt moistened with water, but the 
potash. Ihe potaeh in the water is in 
a mild condition, in the foim of a car- 
bonate of potash, but the lime takes 
the carbonic acid from the ashes and 
makes the potash caustic. 
The caus- 


tic potash is very acrid, and eats the 
lime in the bones and so softens them 
that they may be crumbled with ease 
after a month's exposure to the mixed 
ashes and lime in a pit; so that with- 
out the ashes it is not possible to 
softe'n the bones; the wood ashes are 
indispensible. "When bones are burned 
the gelatine—which has fifteen per 
cent, of nitrogenjin it—is destroyed, 
and thus the greater part of the ferti- 
lizing value of the bones is lost. —New 
fork Times. 


The Last English Turrpike CJate. 
At the stroke of 12 o'clock on the 


night of November 1 the last remain- 
ing instance of a former method of 
road taxation was swept away, and the 
inconvenience, extravagance and abuses 
of the old turnpike system were finally 
relegated to the historic past. The 
turnpike gales, which will enjoy the 
honor of thus being last in the field, 
belong to tbat portion of the Shrews- 
bury and Holyhead road which trav- 
erses the island of Anglesea, the trust 
for which was continued by a special 
act of Parliament until November 1, 
1895.—London Tit-Bit* 


TREATMENT OP FROZEN PLANTS. 


"When the days begin to lengthen, 


the cold begins to strengthen," is an 
old weatherwise saying which is so 
true that often the window plants 
which have come through December 
unscathed will be frozen in January, 
writes "S. C." When one rises in the 
morning to find them in such plight 
making up the fire and warming the 
room as soon as possible will be fatal 
to all but the most hardy. 
On the 


other hand, if they are removed to a 
closet or the cellar and allowed to 
thaw gradually in the dark, many of 
them \vill be injured very little'. 
I 


have frequently ha<? geraniums come 
through the ordeal none the -worse for 
it. 
Mauy persons cut the plants down 


at once, \vhen they have been frosted, 
but this is not necessary with geran- 
iums or shrubby plants, as they will 
usually put torfch new leaves in a short 
time. 


Begonias thrive better than most 


plants in the warm air of the sitting 
room, and hence are favorite plants 
for the window garden, but they are 
very susceptible to frost. 
A few va- 


rieties, the Vernon and Weltoniensis 
among them, will sprout up from the 
roots alter being frozen down, but my 
experience with other kinds has been 
that it is useless to try to save them in 
such a case. 


Last winter T had hyacinths in full 


bloom frozen one very cold night. 
The hyacinth before it flowers will 
bear considerable freezing, but it 
seemed scarcely possible to save the 
waxen bells of the flower spike. How- 
ever, they went into the woodbox as 
soon as its contents had been emptied 
into the stove. 
A covering thick 


enough to exclude the light, and also 
the air for some time, was thrown over 
it. 
After some hours I peeped in. 


They had thawed, but the spikes were 
drooping sadly. They were allowed 
to remain in the dark all day, and by 
the nest morning scarcely showed the 
effects of the cold.

sparingly in very cold weather.

CAKE OF THE COWS. 


Have you ever watched your cows 


on a bitter cold day sneak slowly up 
to the water trough where yon have 
broken the ice acJ stick her tongue in 
the cold water several times until she 
got used to it, then take a little sip 
and a little more until she could stand 
no more of it. 
Then she will walk 


slowly ov«r the frozen ground until 
ehe gets in the shelter of an old 
wagon, and there with her back 
humped up she will stand for two or 
three hours shivering until what feed 
she ha? eaten has had time to warm 
that water up to a living temperature? 


How long ought it to take a sensible 


man to find out where all of his feed is 
going, no matter whether it is a milk 
cow or a dry one. Nearly every pound 
she eats is needed to warm that water, 
and little is left to repair the body, 
much less to make milk or fat of. The 
simplest kind of a heating apparatus 
will cost not over ten cents a day to 
heat the water for a small herd twice 
a day. It will pay for itself twice over 
during the winter in food it will save 
and the milk it will allow the cows to 
make, and it will do the same in add- 
ing flesh to the other cattle, especially 
the young ones. 


Then go a step further and buy some 


boards to build a shed with that the 
poor things may have a dry place to 
stand and lie down under with a wind 
break against the cold piercing storms. 
These are not only acts of humanity,

book. They make the stacks ot hay, 
the corn fodder and the meal bin go 
nearly twice as far, to say nothing of 
increasing the profits of the milch 
cows. 


If a liberal allowance of straw, leaves 


or other trash is scattered under the 
shed the amount of manure saved will 
far more tban repay tbe cost and 
trouble of collecting it, while it great- 
ly adds to the comfort of the animals, 
[f von are not too tired, by this time, 
then get yon a sharp butcher's saw and 


take. In fact, the time has come when 
irrigation must he made a practice 
wherever the water is available for it. 
For it is one of the laws of vegetable 
growth that this is in proportion to 
the quantity of water in the soil. 


But it is in the growth of grass that 


the application of water to the land 
may be made the more profitable with 
the least trouble. 
The myriads of 


rivers and streams that flow through 
this broa1 land down to the ocean 
may all be impounded and made to 
work for the farmer without cost, ex- 
cept for the permanent works re- 
quired ; and some of these need only 
be of the simplest kind. 
Here low 


banks thrown up by the plow, or 
otherwise by the horse scraper, will re- 
tain the water of a stream <vhen it is 
high, while it deposits its load of dis- 
solved or suspended matters to add to 
the bulk of the low lands along its 
banks, and to increase the stock of 
plant food m it. The water thus flows 
in at the higher end of the embank- 
ment and, slowly moving down to the 
lower part of the stream, gives up its 
load to the greedy soil, and hastens on 
to the next farra, where it takes with 
it its newly gathered spoils, leaving 
them behind as it goes on and on 
toward its final goal, the great ocean: 


Lands thus embanked are quite 


common all over Europe, and are so 
productive of grass and the related 
crops—all used lor feeding—as to pay 
the interest on a value of $1000 or 
$2000 an acre. 
If the irrigated lands 


of the great West have lowered the 
value of the Eastern farms, why should 
not these take the same method of 
cheapening their products, while the 
quantity is increased, and so restore 
the old values to them? Irrigation, 
wherever it is possible, is one way to 
effect this improvement. —New York 
Times.

"Water Scoop Accident. 


The accident to the water scoop on 


the New York Central's locomoti-e 
which prevented the Empire State ex- 
press from making a record, says the 
New York Mail and Express, recalls the 
first experience of the officials of that 
road with that device. 


General Manager Toucey and Super- 


intendent of Motive Power Buchanan 
undertook to try the method, and the 
latter agreed to run the locomotive on 
the occasion of the test, while the for- 
mer was to stand at a point where the 
water trough Oegan, so as to enable the 
fireman to drop the scoop at the right 
time. Mr. Buchanan moved his en- 
Sine along, and when that point of the 
brack was reached abreast of Mr. 
Toucey the scoop was lowered. Instead 
Df scooping up water the device tore j 
up the ground and created a small- 
sized sensation among the onlooking 
officials. It was afterward discovered, 
on investigation, that the scoop work- 
ed all right, but that Mr. Toucey had 
Inadvertently moved down the track 
and forgot to return to his assigned 
point 
Mr. Buchanan subsequently 


tried the scoop again, but he took pains 
that It was dropped at the right time. 


Another instance of a similar nature 


Is recalled of an inquisitive yardmaster 
of an Eastern line who wanted to see 
bow a water scoop worked and got on 
the blind end of a baggage car next 
the tender to make his observations. 
The train struck the scoop going at full 
speed, the engineer not slowing dowu 
because he was behind time, but more 
especially because he was aware of the 
yardmaster'e presence on the platform 
behind him. For two hundred yards a 
perfect avalanche of water plowed up 
between the tender and car, half 
drowning the enthusiast on water 
scoops.

DOVER. N» H., March 8.—Moro than 
$200.000 damage has bcon done by tho flood 
In this city. 
Three bridges have been 
washed away in this city and a largo sec- 
tion of tho big Bracewpll blook has been 
complotoly wrookcd. 
The Merrlmac river 
is rising at the rate of three iuchea an 
hour. Tho Nashua river is eight inches 
abovo any BtagG ic has ronched at Nashua 
In the last twclvo years, and Jackson's 
mill, which employ 1,000 hands, aud the 
electric light works have been obliged to 
shut down. 


Three bridges at Somersworth. N. H., 
have boen carried awny. and traffic on tho 
Northern division of the Boston and Maine 
railway 
is 
suspended In consequence. 
Many other bridges on tho Plscataqua 
have also been destroyed. At Bow Junc- 
tion, two miles south of Concord, N. H.. 
1,000 feet of tho roadbed of the Concord 
and Montreal railway has caved in. and 
it must bo several days before tho datnago 
04in be repaired. 


Reports from North Weare and New 
Boston indicate that several bridges In 
that section have been wrecked, and it 
will bo several days before railroad traflic 
can be resumed. All the mills at Man- 
chester, N. H., aro idle. 


The tracks of tho Boston and Maine be- 
tween Manchester and Lowell aro under 
several feet of water in places. It will re- 
quire two days at least to repair tho tracks 
to Concord. The Morrimao river is over 
its bank at Lowell, Mass., ^ d q11 the 
mills aro idle. 


The Mousam river at Konnebunk.Me.,is 
higher than it has been at any time in the 
last eighteen years, and work in factories 
thero has been suspended in consequence.

Thre# Lives Lost and Itiniions W o r t h of 
Property Destroyed. 


PORTLAND, Me., March 3.—Tho flood on 
tho Presumpscot river has subsided con- 
siijorably, but rain Is still falling. 
Only 
one bridge out of six in the cities of West 
jBrook and i^umberland 
mills remains 
over tho Prosompscot. 
Along* the entire 
river not more than three bridges aro 
standing. The damage to mill property in 
Westbrook alone will amount to over $1,- 
000,000. The new mill of the S. W. War- 
ren paper manufactory 
is 
gone, 
and 
portions of tho Westbrook Manufacturing 
company. W. K. Dana's and other mills 
aro daipaged. 


Tho highest run of tides known here for 
fifty years visited Bath yesterday, over- 
flowing streets and flooding basements. 
All work was abandoned in the shipyards. 


The water in the Androscoggin river at 
Brunswick is tho highest in years, and 
much mill property is in imminent dan- 
ger. While trying to save property yester- 
day Charles Wagg, general overseer of tho 
Cabot cotton mill, was drowned. 
Two 
French employes, whogp names aro un- 
known, also perished. 


Three bridges in Brunswick and To- 
hams and several houses have been carried 
away. The now iron bridge connecting 
Hollls and West Buxton has gone down 
tho river, and a big jam of logs between 
Bar Mills and West Buxton is holding 
back three miles of anchored ioe. If this 
dam breaks the factories of tho Malno Fur- 
niture company and several stores aro 
doomed. 


A Dam Burnt» in Ci^nnecticnt. 
HARTFORD, March 3,—The great rain 
storm which was in progress all day Sat- 
urday, Saturday night and 
yesterday 
caused the fgreatest damage to property 
throughout tho state known In twenty 
years. Many serious accidents, washouts 
and wrecks are reported. Tho Connecti- 
cut river is swollen until it has reaohed a 
point three times greater than its normal 
proportions. The big iron bridge at Mid- 
dletown was in great danger all tho after- 
noon, and a portion of tho false work was 
swept away, but the main structure is 
still intftut. The bursting of the old copper 
mine dam in tho town of Bristol yester- 
day caused the greatest flood over known 
in that 6ection,ajjd it is estimated tho dam- 
ago will reach over $1U0,0UU from this alono. 
Tlio higlnvay bridges on nearly all roads 
crodslng tho Pequiiback w r u swept a'.ivay. 
Ton in all liavo gouo out and others are 
badly damaged,

COWAN'S BIG STEALINGS. 


0aM to n a v o Appropriated 9100,000 to 
«150,000 of OtUors' Money, 


PITTSBURG, March 4.—One of tho most 
•tupendous 
swindling operations 
that 
has occurred in this city within nscent 
years has been brought to light by tho dis- 
appearanco of John Cowan, of the lumber 
Arm of W. G. Cowan & Sons, who loft 
Pittsburg last Saturday 
morning 
and 
whoso whereabouts are unknown. 
Tho 
amount of his defalcations, it is said, will 
aggregate botwoen flOO.OOO and $150.000, 
¿ho most of which ho is supposed to have 
arried away with him. 
Tho victims Cowan has loft behind him 
Include lumbermen in ovcry section of tho 
country, salesmen and employes in his 
office and his stepmother, tho widow of 
his father, whom ho has loft 
flnaucially 
ruined, her little fortune of about $16,000 
and property valued at 120,000 being en- 
tirely swept away. Tho largest creditors 
aro L. A. White, a lumber manufacturer 
of Corey, who places his loss at almost 
$20,000, and William Aplers, of tho Aplers 
Lumber company, of Allegheny, whoso 
loss will bo about $¡18,000. There are about 
260 others who aro out in sums ranging 
from $40 to $4,000, 


Cowan is 2S years old, and has been mar- 
ried about a year. All tho money he left 
his wife was $14. W. G. Cowan, the father 
of tho missing man, died about six months 
ago, since which time all of tho crooked- 
ness charged has been accomplished. 
At 
tho time of tho elder Cowan's death tho 
business was earning about $10,00oa year. 
Creditors say the young man has been en- 
abled to accomplish his ends by trading 
on his father's good name. 


Steamer Bermuda Kclcased* 


NEW YORK, March 4. — Tho United

•was born several weeks ago, testified 
that since her marriage she was com- 
pelled to submit to the elder Pox, with- 
out her husband's knowledge. Pox was 
committed to Jail. Fox is a man of In- 
telligence and has heretofore borne a I 
ffood reputation.

A Most Brutal Lynching Leads to 
More Brutal Murder. 


Oklahoma City, Jan. 12.—There Is an 
uprising in the Seminole nation, and 
200 armed Indians have killed 25 citi- 
zens of Pottawattomie county, this ter- 
ritory, 
The Indians 
are seeking 
to 
avenge the recent burning of Lincoln 
McGelsey and Palmer Simpson, two In- 
dians of the Seminole tribe, who were 
accused of murdering and outraging 
Mrs. Leard, of Maud Postofllce. A spe- 
cial trainload of armed 
citizens has 
gone to Earlsboro, ten miles from Maud, 
and excitement Is higher than ever be- 
fore known in the territory. 


A telegram received by the train dis- 
patcher of the Choctaw, Oklahoma and 
Gulf railroad from the station agent at 
Earlesboro states that a band of 200 
Seminole Indians is on the 
warpath, 
and Is leaving behind it a trail of blood. 
The brief 
Information conveyed was 
that the Seminóles were avenging the 
work of the mob of white men that 
burned two Seminole Indians 
at the 
stake on Friday last, and that the In- 
furiated Seminóles had already massa- 
cred 25 men, women and children. 


The station agent gave the additional 
Information that the band started from 
a point six miles south of 
Earlsboro 
with the avowed Intention of setting 
fire to Tecumseh and killing all whom 
they met; that the Indians were re- 
ported to have changed their 
course 
and were at the time of the sending of 
the message headed toward Earlsboro. 
The receipt of this startling informa- 
tion has created intense excitemeht in 
South 
McAIester. 
Federal 
Judges 
Townsend and Springer, who are in the 
city, are anxiously av/aiting further 
news, Scores of people who have rela- 
tives and friends at 
Earlsboro 
and 
other Doints in that section 
are be- 
sieging the telegraph office for news, 
but the agent has left the Earlsboro 
station to gather further information, 
or perhaps Avas slain or driven to seek 
refuge. If the Earlsboro agent cannot 
be reached soon by wire a train will be 
dispatched from McAIester bound for 
the scene of the reported massacre, 


A special from Shawnee, O. T„ says: 
The train from the 
east last 
night 
brought to this city a car 
containing 
every woman and child at Earlsboro. 
The passengers confirm previous re- 
port», and say that a pitched battle 
between the Indians and the settlers 
took place yesterday afternoon near 
Maud Postoíñce, resulting in the wiping 
out of several families. 
A 
message 
calling for men and arms has Just been 
received from Earlsboro, saying that 
nearly 300 Indians 
have 
sworn ven- 
geance on the town and are moving 
toward the place, declaring that they 
will burn it.

UPRISING, 


Two Xnâlaus Wore Uurned lu Chaîna 
JPov KtilliiK a White Woman. 


Fort Smith. Ark., Jan. 10.—Justice in 
a more horrible form than that meted 
out to Henry Smith, at Paris, Tex., was 
administered by a mob on the Okla- 
homa border last Friday night to J. 
Markus McGeisyy and Palmer Simpson, 
two 
Seminole 
Indians. 
They 
were 
charged with murder, their victim be- 
ing Mrs. James Leard, a 
respectable 
farmer's wife, living in Oklahoma. The 
crime was a most revolting one, and the 
criminals were punished in a most re- 
volting manner. 
Mrs. Leard was out- 
raged and murdered, 
Her body was 
liorrlbiy mutilated. 


The entire pouulace turned 
out to 
hunt them down and punish the guilty 
parlies, and tliey were found at the 
Jiome of McGelsey, near Maud, a small 
town on the Seminule nation. 
After 
securing their prisoners the mob set 
fire to McGelsey's Jiuuse and barn, and 
did not leave until they saw all of his 
earthly possessions reduced to ashes. 


The prisoners were then carried back 
across the line jnio UkJahoma Tyrri^ 
tory, and near the scene of their crime, 
iieavily loaded with cha.lns, they were 
burned to death. They met death with 
remarkable stoicism.
